Butter is a good tempter to get
the bread down smoothly. Vitamin
A is added through the butter and
one hundred caloribs with every
tablespoonful.© However, a child
getting -his full quart of milk a day
should not over indulge in butter
just because he likes it or it makes
him_fat. Other table fats may be
used sometimes if the quart of
whole milk is consumed. These
hdve little if any of the necessary
.vitamin A. Also, it should be re-
membered _that butter varies in
vitamin A, according to the diet
of the cow. Some dairies feed cod
liver oil to their cows to make sure
of this vitamin.

Select always wholesome bread
and best grade butter for the child.

SAFETY FIRST

Better be safe than sorry in
child feeding. Proper refrigeration
of children’s faod, especially in hot
weather, is absolutely essential for
safety. Unseen bacteria ATe ever
present. on food, but a clean, dry,
cold refrigerator can keep their
number at a minimum.

Clean food must have clean con-
tainers, and each its particular
place in the refrigerator. Milk
should have the first place in the
coldest spot in the ice box, direct-
ly under-the ice. The opened can
